Frees Moor by Novel Ruling. 
When court convened in the afternoon the 
justice rendered his decision in the Moor 
case, acquitting him on the ground that he 
did not shoot at Miss Stribling, but at the 
car and that Miss Stribling wasn't hurt 
much anyhow. There had been considerable 
doubt in Glencoe as to how the court would 
decide, and the inhabitants vociferously ex- 
pressed their relief at the finding. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barbour imme- 
diately left the scene, expressing in forcible 
terms his opinion of Moor and declaring that 
the case would be brought immediately be- 
fore the grand jury. 

Moor was not immediately served with 
the warrant sworn out by Miss Stribling be- 
cause he remained in the courtroom to testify 
in the next case called, which was that 
charging Mr. Henderson with speeding at 
the time that the shooting occurred. The 
trial of the case was marked by long cross 
examinations and bitter disputes between 
the attorneys, the witnesses, and the court. 
In the end the justice withheld his decision 
until Thursday. 


Ecstatically Watch Moor’s Arrest. 
At the close of the case Moor carelessly 
wandered out to the street. He met with an 
entirely unexpected reception. Massed in an 
expectant and ecstatic semicircle were Mrs.

Tied to Back of Train and Labeled with 
Hundreds of Cards, It Begins Na- 
tion Wide Trip. 


New Orleans, La., July 27.—There arrived 
today on a-Southern Pacific train a large 
shoe directed to “ Bill Taft, Washington, 
D. C.“ The shoe, which is about a No. 14 in 
sige, is reported to have came all the way 
from San Francisco and to have been started 
on its journeys by railroad employés.

NEW OIL SUIT IS PLANNED. 


Conference to Be Held Between Attor- 
ney General and Trust Buster 
Kellogg. 


Lenox, Mass., July 27.~An important con- 
ference, presumably regarding new action 
to be taken by the department of justice in 
the Standard Oil cases, is to begin here to-

Two Gavels Are Presented. 


Once other than in the speech of Mr. 
Hearst the name of Bryan was mentioned. 
It came in a shout from the galleries and 
was hushed in hisses. After the speech Mr. 
Hearst was presented with two gavels, one 
from the labor union men who are affiliated 
with the new party, and one from his own 
congressional district in New York. He made 
a short speech of acceptance and gave the 
labor gavel to Reuben B. Lyon of New 
York who, acting as temporary chairman in 


“the chief's place, called for the announce- 


ment of members of committees, all of which 
were scheduled to meet directly after the 
convention adjourned. 

A speech by C. A. Windle closed the night's 
deliberations and the resolutions committee, 
the only one confronted with any work, went 
into session, giving the platform, which had 
been outlined by Clarence J. Shearn, to a sub- 
committee, which is to report to the full com- 
mittee at 10 o'clock this morning. 

The convention will reassemble for the 
adoption of the platform and the nomination 
of its candidates at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

New York for Reuben Lyon. 

New York delegates to the convention, tak- 
ing Mr. Hearst at his word that he would 
refuse to accept the nomination, united on 
Reuben Lyon as their choice for the office 
and wil present his name. The indorsement 
was given after a resolution deploring the at- 
titude of Mr. Hearst had been adopted. 

In spite of the attitude of the chief's home 
state the western states insist that he shall 
be placed at the head of their ticket. The 
skeptical low brows assume to believe that 
the clamor is merely a defense against Bry- 
‘anism, but some of the western independ- 
encers refuse to accept any one but Hearst, 
and are inclined to reject Thomas Hisgen 
with scorn. 

The Massachusetts delegates in caucus 
learned that Ohio, Indiana, California, and 
Connecticut were for Hisgen. 

The Pennsylvania deiegation declared it- 
self unreservedly for William Randolph 
Hearst. The New Jersey delegation also 
indorsed William R. Hearst for first place 
on ‘the ticket. 


Steam Roller Crushes Only One. 


The credentials committee, at its meeting 
after the convention had adjourned, “ fired ” 
E. Gerry Brown of Boston from the party 
and seated all the other delegates presenting 
credentials. In the case of E. Gerry, who 
had run for lieutenant governor of Mas- 
sachusetts on the independence ticket, the 
committee decided that he was a democrat. 

He had been elected as a delegate, but 
the committeemen didn’t care to hear his 
statement of the case. They just fired him 
to ghow that they had a steam roller of en 
own and let it go at that. 
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Publieity of Campaign 
Contributions. 


The resolutions committee of the new in- 
dependence party was all tied up at 2 o’clock 
this morning in the south parlors of the Au- 
ditorium hotel over a proposition to adopt 
a vote of censure and condemnation for Noah

It is apparent to ali the independencers that 
if Noah had not been #20 energetic there

The grain inspection plank will be incor- 
porated at the request of the American So- 
ciety of Equity, which has convinced the in- 
dependencers that the state inspection of 
grain works an injustice to the grain raisers 
of different states. It is a brand new plank 
never incorporated, so far as is known, inany 
platform of any living party. 

The new party will view with great alarm 
the overcapitaligation of corporations and 
business enterprises. This is regarded as a 
menace almost as great as Mount Ararat or 
Noah. 

The anti-injunction plank will be the reat 
article. It will be calculated to cause the 
planks of the republican and democratic 
parties to hide their heads in shame. It will 
say that no injunction should be issued until 
the case has been heard by twelve good men 
and true, and that there shall be no con- 
tempt of court possible unless it be in con- 
travention of the orders of the aforesaid 
twelve good men and true. 


Publicity for Contributions. 

With regard to campaign expenses the plat- 
form will consider as legitimate only such 
expenditures as are made necessary dy the 
cost of travel and by a few other of the plein 
necessities of political life. All contributions 
to the Indepéndence party must be published 
at once with a life history of the donor and 
any corporate affiliations which he may have, 

In starting work on the platform the com- 
mittee had the advice and help of Clarence J. 
Shearn, Mr. Hearst's attorney, who had been 
elected a member from New York and who 
had anticipated this honor by getting to work 
several days in advance of the formai meet- 
ing of the platformers. 

It is expected that the subcommittee, which 
will be given the framing to do, will be ready 
to report to the full committee in the morn- 
ing and that the resolutions will be in shape 
for the consideration of the convention when 
it meets at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 


UPRISER BRISBANE FETED; 
WOMEN’S IDOL AT PINK TEA. 


Represents High Voltage of Independ- 
ence Cause at Social Function in the 
Auditorium Hotel. 


Upriser Arthur Brisbane became the hero 
of many wars yesterday afternoon. To re- 
fresh the strikers down and the risers up 
after the hardships of the national committee 
session in the morning and to prepare them 
for the hardships of the convention at night 
the ladies’ auxiliary gave a pink ice in the 
south parlors of the Auditorium hotel. 

Mr. Brisbane, whether by accident, care- 
lessness, or by pure perversity of fate, found 
himeelf the principal high brow at the gath- 
ering, confronted with a situation demanding 


$50,000 worth of black face editorials and a 
sweet young thing. 

Mr. Brisbane, surrounded by admiring 
women, had to represent the high voltage of 
the Independence cause while with ore hand 
he held a mug of pink ice and with the other 
a ladylike spoon. 

Other high brows took one look at Mr. 
Brisbane's predicament and faded away. 


One upriser from the west, whose brow is

The decree authorizes the payment of

The Kirby Lumber company Is to pay four- 
fifths of the original contract, which is based 
on 8,000,000,000 feet of lumber. sor payment 
of the genera! creditors of the Kirby Lumber 
company provision is made for the issuance 
of certificates secured by a lien on all prop- 
erty except that covered by trust in favor of 
the Maryiand Trust company as trustee.

Corey Refuses Any More Finan- 
cial Aid and Scores Leaders. 


“Sacrifices”? Made for Party Scoffed 4 
by One Contributor.

Pitteburg, Pa., July 27.—Special.}—J. B. 
Corey, a wealthy coal man, one of the orig- 
inators of the prohibition party and until 
this year one of the leading contributors, has 
withdrawn his support and over hid signature 
repudiates the prohibition leaders. Mr. Corey 
today sald: 

“In the financial report of the chairman 
of the prohibition party of Pennsylvania 
there was a, careful lack of detailed items, 
upon which $92,000 was collected and ex- 
pended. As a substitute for the detailed 
items there was an illuminous heralding of 
the great personal sacrifices the prohibi- 
tion patriots are making. Yet I question if 
there is one of them who could realize as 
many dollare and cents in any legitimate 
business for the samo mental and physical 
exercise.” ; 

Mr. Corey has written to William P. F. 
2 a prominent prohibitionist, as fol- 
ows: 

A circular appeal of mine to the recent 
national prohibition convention, 500 of which 
were sent to the state aelegates at Columbue,

THE RISE IN STOCK VALUES. 

There was in yesterday's Trinune a 
table setting out Wall street quotations 
of the stocks of a number of railroad 
companies and industrial and copper. cor- 
porations last week as compared with the 
lowest quotations during last year’s panic, 
The comparison showed an appreciation in 
selling value of 52,514,000, 000. 

The credit for this great advance is not 
to be given exclusively to the improve- 
ment in general business which has fo 
lowed the acute depression due to the 
panic. The October quotations were ab- 
normally and irrationally low. They were 
the result of the scarcity of money. They 
bore witness to the readiness of men te 
get off their hands securities they couid 
carry no longer or to sacrifice them in 
order to raise money. There was an 
inevitable rebound with the relaxation of 
the monetary stringency. Some advance 
would have been inevitable also as the 
result of the invasion of the stock market 
by the bargain hunters. Individually the 
purchases may have been small, but the 
total was large. 

But the appreciation in values to which 
Tun Trisunz has invited attention re- 
fiects something more than the natural 
reaction against prices far lower than the 
intrinsie value of the properties concerned, 


It reflects more than the better feeling 


due to better business conditions. Here 
and there some stocks may have been 
pushed up artificially, but, taken as «a 
whole, the advancing quotations reflect 
the sober, deliberate opinion of the leaders 
in the stock market as to future condi- 
tions, It is the future that they are dis- 
counting. They have made up their minds 
that the crops will be good, that the de- 
mand for steel, iron, and other metals will 
continue to increase, that there will be 
more for the railroads to do, and that 
their revenues will expand. 

It has been an accepted theory that the 
industrial and financial world gets nervous 
as a presidential election approaches and 
begins to mark time instead of moving 
forward hopefully. That was emphatical- 
ly true of 1806. It was true of some 
other years when there was a possibility 
of democratic victory. There are no 
symptoms of timidity thus far. 

One explanation of this is that the men 
who ordinarily would be nervous and 
hasten to take in sall have made up their 
minds that Mr. Bryan cannot be elected 
and that there will be at the head of the 
government for the next four years a man 
in whose sane judgment and deliberate 
action the people have implicit confidence. 
These men say, “ What is the use of wor- 
rying?™ : 

They say to themselves also that if by 

any incalculable trick of fortune Bryan 
were to be elected he could not be the de- 
structive creature he would have been 
twelve years ago. He might advocate 
dangerous doctrines, but he would not be 
able to put any of them in operation. 
There would be a check on him in a te- 
publican senate. No mad legislation he 
might advocate could be enacted. 
The presidential campaign with its 
massmeetings, spellbinders, and other ap- 
peals to the voters is still before as. 
Some shrewd, deliberate men down east 
have already reached a conclusion as te 
the result and have recorded it in higher 
stock market quotations. 


CONGRESSIONAL UNDESIRABLES. 

After thirteen years of service no er- 
cuse remains for mediocrity in congress. 
A man would be blamed unfairly for the 
failures of his first term if they were 
failures in accomplishment and not in 
intent, but it does not require thirteen 
years for a congressman to reach his 
level. 

In much less time he can demonstrate 
the worth which may be in him. In much 
less time be can demonstrate thoroughly 
his inefficiency. 

If these years have added merely to 
the maturity of his pomposity, if they 
have increased merely his ability to be 
wrong and have served only to emphasize 
his uselessness, there is small encourage 
ment to add to their number. 

It would be interesting to have Con- 
gressman George W. Prince of the Fit- 
teenth Illinois district explain in what 
manner ‘his service in the Sixtieth con- 
gress made amends for the part he played 
in preceding sessions or in what manner 
it justified a renewal of his certificate of 
election. 

Mr. Prince has many qualities which 
would warrant bim in retaining with 
firmness of purpose an inconspicuous 
place in the ranks of the silent states- 
men so long as he hae the good fortune 
to be a member of the house of repre- 
sentatives. He has much dolorous abil- 
ity to misplay any part which he may 
attempt. His safety would be in inac- 
tion, and the safety of the state would 
be in the substitution of another man for 
him. 

A congressman of misdic-ected energies 
becomes of greater concern to his state 
with his every return to the house. 
Mortuary progress and the political mis- 
fortunes of his associates force him bien- 
nially into greater prominence. He ob- 
tains appointment to better committees; 
he is given chairmanships; he has increas- 
ingly greater opportunities for the exer- 
cise of his ability to err in judgment and 
action. : :

Some careless expression with 
possible double meaning may insure de- 
feat from the start. The official notifica- 
tion has become an important ceremonial 
in a presidential campaign. It has both 
pleasure and anxiety connected with it. 

But this sort of thing is nothing new 
in the United States. Washington and 
the early congresses set the example. The 
Messages and Papers of the Presidents“ 
preserves the speeches. The lighter iit- 
erature of the day describes the cere 
monial features. To do a thing in digni- 
fied and proper manner has been an Amer- 
ican idea from the start. 

Washington delivered an address to the 
two houses of congress. Committees from 
these bodies sought from him an accept 
able date for a reply. At the time set the 
senate or house, in best bib and tucker, 
marched down the street to the executive 
mansion. A spokesman told in fullsome 
words of the enjoyment afforded by the 
able address. Washington replied in sim- 
ilar language. Then formality disappeared 
with the invitation to the adjoining room, 
where Mrs. Washington served wine aud 
cake. 5 

The old time ceremony is as “ funny” 
from the standpoint of 1908.as the new

also. The elaborate plans of today are 
an outgrowth of changes in political meth- 
ods.

It was a maneuver that might 
have wrecked a dozen ships, and only a man 
of iron nerve could have carried it out suc-

It may be added that although Sir John has 
contributed to the entente cordiale with 
France and on the occasion of the first visit 
of the French fleet to Portsmouth, when re- 
quested by Queen Victoria to be very nice 
to the French Admiral Gervaia, repiied: 
„ Maam, I will kiss him if you wish it,” yet 
he is averse in principle to alllances, espe- 
clally maritime ones, He takes the ground 
that the codperation with a friendly fleet at 
sea in war time is inadvisable since you can- 
not shoot a friendly admiral! for ignorance or 
negligence.” He is married toa clergyman’s 
daughter and possesses an extraordinary 
stock of scriptural quotations, which he uses 
to emphasize his arguments with the king 
and with his colleagues at the board of ad- 
miralty in order to secure his own way in 
matters of naval policy. 
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Leonard Brassey, who has just been dlected 
steward of the Jockey club, in the place of 
the new earl of Derby, is, in spite of his 
relative youth, an excellent choice. For ever 
since he came of age he has devoted all his 
time and 8 to the turt and has already 
served two or three terms as steward, win- 
ning both good will and respect by the sound 
sense and justice of his decisions. For the. 
three stewards of,the Jockey club constitute 
a triumvirate which wields autocratic pow- 
er over the entire English racing world, and 
from whose decrees there is no appeal. He 
is the son-in-law of the present duke of 
Richmond, the nephew of Lord Brassey, and 
the son and heir of the late Henry Brassey, 
having inherited from the latter an income 
of some $500,000 a year. He makes his home 
at Apthorpe hall, which he purchased some 
years ago, along with the Apthorpe hall es- 
tate of 10,000 acres, from Lord Westmore- 
land. 

Apthorpe hall, parts of which date back to 
the reign of Henry IIL, but which is prinei- 
pally Elizabethan in its style of architecture, 
came into the possession of Lord Westmore- 
land through marriage during the reign of 
James L, when Francis Fane, first ear! of 
Westmoreland, married the only daughter 
and heiress of Sir Anthony Mildmay. 

The latter's father, Sir Walter Mildmay, 
chancellor of the exchequer to King Edward 
VI., bad received the property as a grant 
from his sovereign. Sir Walter was also 
the founder of the Emmanuel college at Cam- 
bridge, which he built with a double quad- 
rangle on a plan similar to Apthorpe. James 
I. dined and slept at Apthorpe on his journey 
from Scotland to assume possession of the 
English crown im 1603, and gave in remem- 
‘brance thereof the statue of himself which 
now stands in the great entrance hall. 

It was at Apthorpe, on a subsequent visit, 
that James for the first time set eyes on 
George Villiers, destined to become the all- 
powerful duke of Buckingham, and there 
are two apartments at Apthorpe, called the 
king’s and the duke’s, the superb mantel- 
piece of the latter bearing a sculptured repre- 
sentation of the ship which carriea the duke 
and Prince Charles, afterward King Charlies 
L, to the continent on the occasion of their 
romantic and secret voyage to Spain. 

Of course, Apthorpe hall has its familiar 
ghost, in the person of Lady Grace Mildmay, 
who, according to tradition, walks on cer- 
tain nights, scattering silver pennies behind 
her. It is recorded on her monument in the 
church on the estate that she was helpful 
with phisick, cloathes, nourishment or coun- 
sel to any In misery.

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MR. LEWIS’ VAIN ATTEMPTS 
TO PROVE THAT SOCIAL- 
ISM IS SCIENTIFIC. 


Ten of His Lectures Printed in 
Book Form Under the Title Evo- 
lution, Social and Organic.” 


LITTLE learning is a convenient 

thing. By means of his knowledge 

of a few not generally known facts in 

physics or chemistry the conjurer 

amazes the crowd of gaping specta- 
tors. By means of a knowledge of a tew 
newly discovered facts in science the public 
speaker has an ignorant @ at his 
mercy and can prove to the of his 
hearers things which they would know to 
be untrue if they also possessed more know!l- 
edge. : 

The spread of the doctrines of so-called 
scientific socialism is due to the skill with 
which sophistical speakers can twist sup- 
posed scientific facts anto support of the 
theory of socialism. Within the last few 
years a series of lectures has been given in 
a Chicago theater by Arthur Morrow Lewis, 
who endeavors to convince his hearers that 
socialism is scientific. Ten of these lec- 
tures have been published in book form by 
Charles H. Kerr & Co., Chicago, under the 
title “ Evolution, Social and Organic.” In 
this book Mr. Lewis says: 

„ Socialism may be defined as the applica- 
tion of the theory of evolution to the phe- 
nomena of society.” 


af 


A similar declaration was made by Virchow 


at Munich. He said: “ Darwinism leads di- 
rectly to socialism,”” The remark was com- 
bated vigorously by men of equal promi- 
nence as naturalists. Haeckel made an elab- 
orate reply to Virchow, giving reasons for 
disbelieving the latfer’s statement, and clos- 
‘Ing with the declaration: Darwinism is 
anything rather than socialiste.“ Oscar 
Schmidt declared: 

I the socialists were prudent they would 
do their utmost to kill by silent neglect the 
theory of descent, for that theory most em- 
phaftcally proclaims that the socialist ideas 
are impracticable.” ' 

But more interesting still is Darwin's own 
opinion of the attempt of the socialists to 
make him one of their patriarchs. The fol- 
lowing passage from a letter on the subject 
which he wrote to Dr. Scherzer; although Mr. 
Lewis does not mention it, gives an idea of 
Darwin's view: 


. 


What a foolish idea seems to prevail in 
Germany on the connection between social- 
ism and evolution through natural selec- 
tion.”"—{" Life and Letters of Charles Dar- 
win,“ volume 2, page 413. 

Mr. Lewis is an agnostic and is bitter in 
his denunciation of the Christian socialists 
and of religion in general. He boldly teaches 
that religion is antagonistic to social de- 
velopment, although the socialists in their 
last national convention declared subdstan- 
tially that socialism has nothing to do with 
religion one way or another. He speaks of 
Copernicus ag the “great Prussian,” whereas 
Copernicus was born of Polish parents in 
Poland and was a Polish subject all his life, 
although the town in which he was born was 
in @ part of Poland which many years after 
his death was ceded to Germany. 

On the subject of free will it is dificult to 
determine just where Mr. Lewis stands, for 
he speaks both for and against it. 


He denies free will: “ Happily for us, so- 
clety evolves independently of anybody's 
opinion. Our opinions féllow blindly and 
gropingly in the rear. .

It has sent notices to all the western 
roads entering Chicago that, effective on 
Gept. 7, it will absorb the tunnel company’s 
charge on shipments to and from Ohio river 
‘and southwestern points delivered at either 
of the public loading stations of the subway. 

All such shipments will take the Chicago 
rate and shippers will be enabled to make 
use of the tunnel terminal facilities without 
additional expense. The eastern roads have 
offered this advantage for several months, 
but the first action of a western road in this 
@irection was taken by the Illinois Central 
last week, when it announced that it would 
absorb the local rate for shipments through 

the tunnel. 

A meeting will be held here some time this 
week to discuss the notices served by the 
Illinois Central and the Alton, and it is pos- 
sible the move will be made unanimous. 

Of even greater benefit to the shippers is 
né.azinmouncement by the Chicago and 

Northwestern that, effective on Aug. 20, 
thirteen team tracks connecting with mdus- 
tries just outside of Chicago will be opehed 
for shipments to and from eastern points 
and that all traffic consigned to those in- 
dustries will be carried at the Chicago rate, 
When the rate exceeds a certain specified 
minimum. ‘This applies both to carload and 
less than ¢arload shipments and will re- 
guilt in a great saving in rates to the shippers, 
who hitherto have been obliged to pay the 
local rate from Chicago to the point of con- 
signment.

SHIPPERS SCORE A VICTORY 


Commerce Commission to Decide 
Rates’ Fairness Before Protest 


“BIG STICK“ BEHIND RULING 


Judge Speer’s Order Interests Mem- 
bers of the Board. 


Washington, D. C., July 27.—[Special. }— 
Under a ruling made today the interstate 
commerce commission will consider the rea- 
sonableness of an increase in railroad rates 
before they become effective, and even before 
a protest against them has been filed by a 
shipper. 

This decision, coming so soon after the ap- 
peal of Cincinnati shippers to President 
Roosevelt to use his influence in bringing 
about such action, is believed to have been 
suggested by the chief executive. 


Court’s Decision Interests Commission. 


Members of the commission are interested 
in the decision by Judge Speer of the south- 
ern judicial district of Georgia granting a 
preliminary injunction restraining the At- 
lantic Coast line, the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis; the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific, and the Southern Rallway 
companies from putting into effect on Aug 
1 the increased rates on shipments of staple 
products from western to southern points. 

In 1908 Judge Speer took the same course 
in relation to the increase of 2 cents a hun- 
dred pounds on yellow pine by the Southern 
railway and Southeastern carriers, includ- 
ing the Southeastern Freight association. 
The court placed the carriers under bond 
to refund the overcharge should the inter- 
state commerce commission decide that its 
increased rate was unreasonable, and the 
new rate was then allowed to go into effect. 
The commission deciding in favor of the 
complainants, the railroads refused to obey 
their order, and Judge Speer sustained the 
commission's decision and enforced its or- 
der favoring the lower rate. 


Shippers Win Another Point. 


According to a decision by the commission 
today shippers may combine small quantities 
of freight of various ownership, either by 
arrangement among themselves or through 
the medium of a forwarding agency, and ship 
the combined lot at the relatively lower 
rates applicable to large shipments. 

The commission decided in favor of the 
smaller shippers upon the ground that the 
ownership of property tendered for shipment 
cannot be made a test as to the applicability 


of carriers’ rates. 


COURT BINDS. A CITY COUNCIL. 


Judge V. S. Reiger’s Injunction Forbid- 
ding a Furniture Deal Excites 
East Chicago, Ind. 


East Chicago, Ind., is in a turmoll over 
the action of Judge V. 8. Reiger of the Lake 
Superior court at Hammond, who yester- 
day issued an injunction restraining the city 
council of East Chicago from closing a con- 
tract with the A. H. Andrews company, of 
Chicago for $9,000 worth of furniture fo 
new city hall. The court action was brought 
by Col. R. D. Walsh of East Chicago on be- 
half of the property owners’ improvement 
association, which last week held a meeting 
at which the action of the council in award 
ing the contract to the highest bidder was 
condemned. 

The council contends that, although the 
bid of the Andrews concern was the highest, 
the furniture ts of a grade high enough to 
warrant the payment of the top price. 

The other bide were as follows: Macy & 
Co., Chicago, $8,278; Derby Desk company, 
Chicago, $7,908, and the Wallagher Manu- 
facturing company, Milwaukee, Wis., $7,268. 


EAT UNHURT BY SALTPRTER 


Illinois University Experiments 
Bear Out the Assertion. 


24 MEN USED IN THE TESTS. 


„Nutrition Club’? Members Fed 10 
Months by Investigators, 


Champaign, III., July 27.—[Special.}—The 
great nutrition tests which have been con- 
ducted at the University of Illinois since 
Oct. 1, 1907, have practically:come to a close. 
As a result facts of great value concerning 
the digestibility of foods and some new laws 
of nutrition have been discoveréd. ‘The re- 
sults of the experiments go to show that salt- 
peter in cured meats is of little if any injury 
to the eater. 


Since 1894 Prof. H. 8. Grindley and others | 


of the university have carried on an extended 
series of researches on the composition ‘of 


meats. In 1906 President James was invited 


by the packing interests to estabjish a eom- 
mission for further study along this line. 
The commission included the leading au- 
thorities on nutritive subjects in america. 


Chief Object of Plan. 


The three chief objects were to determine 
the influence upon tie normal health of the 
individual of the small amiount of saltpeter 
which ordinarily occurs in cured meats; the 
enlargement, the development, and the per- 
fection of methods and plans for carrying 
out a detailed scientific study of the nutrition 
of a considerable number of human individ- 
uals; and to obtain a large amount of ac- 
curate scientific data on the normal nutrition 
and chemical changes in the body of man 
and to compare the same te any abnormal 
rutrition and chemical changes which might 
result from different kinds of specially pre- 
pared foods. 

The experiments were conducted upon 
twenty-four students who, formed the Nu- 
trition club.“ In selecting members for the 
club the physicians conneeted with the work 
aimed to exclude any individual who showed 
indications of irregularities in health, but 
no attempt was made to select men above the 
average as to strength, development, or 
health. The men varied in age from 19 to 31. 

A mixed diet of fruits, cereals, vegetables, 
soups, meats, bread, milk, butter, etc., was 
supplied the members. 

Each food was weighed off and served in- 
dividually. In all cases, with.one exception, 
the foods were served in the usual manner 
and in thefr usual condition. The exception 
was that.of meats. In the latter case those 
in charge having proved it impossible to 
cut slices of cooked meat in such a way that 
two slices will have exactly the same chem 
ical composition found it necessary to roast 
or broil the meats, and after cooking, while 
still warm, to remove all bone and gristle and 
the larger portion of the visible fat, and to 
pass the leaner meat through a meat chopper. 


Meat Never Led the List. 


In summarizing the result of the investiga- 
tions Dr. Grindley says: 

“The first question for us to decide from 
our work is: will the small amount of salt- 
peter in the meats, equaling 1-10 of 1 per 
cent, produce injurious results to the health 
of men consuming a reasonable quantity of. 
the cured products. As yet no official con- 
clusions can be drawn from this phase of the 
work. 

Results Better than Hoped For. 

“The second fundamental object of our 
present investigation, namely, the enlarge- 
ment, the @evelopment, and the perfecting of 
the general plan and scope of conducting 
and also of carrying out the detailed scian- 
tific operations and procedures of this: kind 
of an investigation,.have been fully attained, 
and, I may add, even beyond our most op- 
timistic expectations.’’ .

Runs “First Car Over Betvidere 
Line Sinee Trouble Began. 


BOTH SIDES STANDING FIRM. 


Sentiment of Business Men Generally 
Favors Men Who Quit Jobs. 


In spite of the protests of some of his 
friends and a general sentiment in his 
nome city, Frank Mussey, a wealthy farmer 
and business man of Marengo, yesterday 
joined the strikebreakers on the Elgin and 
Belvidere railroad and became a motorman. 

Mussey ran the first car over the line since 
the beginning of the strike. The car ar- 
rived in Elgin at 1:30 in the afternoon. 
It was filled with strikebreakers. The win- 
dows were removed when it left Marengo, 
the company fearing an attack by strikers.. 

Mussey formerly was employed by the 
interurban company. 

The company ran only one other car over 
the line during the dey, though officials 
assert that in a day or two they will be 
running trains on regular schedule time. 

Mayor Pierce of Marengo has declared 
himself publicly in favor of the strikers. 
He issued a proclamation calling for the 
arrest of any man carrying firearms. A 
few hours later Gordon Arnold, a brother 
of W. F. Arnold and R. G. Arnold, general 
manager and treasurer of the road respec- 
tively, and four striltebreakers, including 
Joseph Wyatt, one of the leaders from New 
York, were arrested for carrying concealed 
wen pons. Arnold was fined $5 and costs 
and the strikebreakers were released. 

Only One Place to ‘Eat. 

The business men of Marengo, where the 
company’s headquarters is located, have 
taken a decided stand against the men who 
are filling the strikers’ places. Every eating 
place in the city but one is said to be closed 
to them, and at this restaurant the men say 
they are charged exorbitant prices. 

Members of the Elgin Business Men's as- 
sociation met in the afternoon to discuss the 
situation. They decided to sanction the 
strike. Tonight the city council will hoid a 
special meeting to consider asking an in- 
junction to restrain the road from running 
cars into Elgin. 
declared, is a result of the strike and sub- 
sequent arming of employés. The company 
has no franchise permitting it to enter El- 
gin. A franchise has never been deemed 
necessary, the cars being run over the Au- 
rora, Elgin and Chicago line. 


Strikers Would Compromise. 
„We are willing to listen to offers of a com- 
promise, said C. O. Pratt, the strikers’ lead- 
er. “Our demands are just, as the attitude 


ot the citizens of Marengo and Elgin shows. 


The men will not return to work unless the 
company yields to their demands.” 

W. F. Arnold and R. G. Arnold said it would 
be a fight to the finish. 

“If we are going to bankrupt ourselves we 
will. do it by fighting for principles and not 
by submitting to the unreasonable demands 
of men who are receiving the same wages as 
the employés of the Rockford Interurban 
company, which requires twice as much work 
from its.men and makes double the money 
this road does, said R. G. Arnold.
